We have received a copy of the Blue 
Book, presented ‘to Parliament on the 
8th August last, containing some “ fur- 
ther correspondence relating to the com- 
plaints of the mercantile, community, in 
Hongkong ‘against the action of certain 
revenue cruisers in the neighbouthood of 
the Colony.” In this book we have. the 
official correspondence that ‘had ‘taken 
place on the * Blockade” queation from | 
March 22nd 1875 to July 25th 1876, 
This, correspondence, occupying, as it 
does, juat forty large pages, is too volu- 
minous to be dealt with in one article, 
and we shall confine our attention to-day 
to certain interesting portions of it refer- 
ring to the spy system established: here 
for the benefit of His Excellency the 
Hoppo. It may be recollected that 
about six months ago we commented 
on some.evidence adduced at the Police 
Court relating to the proceedings of 
the Hoppo’s spies in this Colony, Tho |

derable length in a letter addressed’ by 
the Governor to the Earl of Carnarvon, 
in a memorandum from the Police Magia. 
trate, Mr Ruesell, and in other documents, 
published in the Blue Book before us, 
The memorandum from .Mr Russell, 
which His Excellency encloses to Ear! 
Carnarvon, is to the effect that on the 
24th ultimo three men. were brought 
before him charged with attempting to 
extort money from the master of a fishing 
junk by accusing his son of piracy and 
murder. During the progress of the. 
trial it transpired that the defendants 
were Ohinese Customs spies occasionally 
giving information to the Mandaring in 
the employ of the Hoppo, A’ witness 
named Wong Apang, then employed as 
Sergeant interpreter at the Oourt, was 
onlled in the case, as he knew something 
of the first prisoner, The Sergeant had, 
in fact, been employed at one time as 
linguist on board the Qustoms cruiser 
Peng Chao Hat, which vessel the first 
prisoner occasionally visited as an in- 
former. He was under an impression 
that the first prisoner had deceived him 
and his colleagues while in that vessel by 
giving them false information in reference 
to Chinoso smuggling junks, and Mr‘Rus- 
sell took advantage of his readiness tegive 
information ugainat the prisoner to ob- 
tain some knowledge of the operations of 
the Peng Chao Hat from 1871 to 1874, 
This is what Mr Russell extracted from 
him 

It appoata from the sergeant interpreter, 
that be. joined the oruig:x at Macao in 
Jane,’ 18 1, and having remained there a 
short time, they went to Canton, The 
cralgiy was then ordered to guard the three 
stations, Fat:Tau-Cha, Kap-Sing-Mun, 
sod Cheune-Uhau, The firstnamed of 
these atations: is. situated just outside the 
Lyeemooa Paes; the second is at the 
entrance of the Qanton River| and tho lasts 
natned is thitt little island in the Mandarin's 
Station, to the dotith-woat of Hongkong:

take to the commander of the cruizer. 
the meantime ‘somebody else ‘watches: the 
junk’s. movements, lf the suspeoted junk 
endeavou's to run” the. blockade,” shy is 
soon brought-to by the “ Peng Cuai Hui ;” 


and sometimes the “Peng Onai Hoi” gous” 
from the station. and lies ia wait for some 
days. Often these informers report that some 
junk, which has been unsuccosatully searched 
at the stations, had opium, cuncealed, and- 
“Peng Ohai Hoi”: followa and captures 
her, A search is mado: by taking out all 
the cargo, which is placed in, fishing-boats,- 
brought alongside, and if any contraband 
goods are found, the junk is taken to Can- 
ton. One of these aearches generally’ takes 
twelve hours, -. = wot 

According to the sergeant, Ohinese 
vessels entering the port are not searched 
by the mandarina; but if the commander 
of the revenue cruizor has got information, 
or suapecte them of carrying goods on which: 
duty 1s,payable, he seizes and searches, 

The information of an expected arrival 
from the north is got from Hong. Kong, 
One caso. 1s mentioned where a junk with 
aome Chinese metal rico-boilera, and a 
cargo of 100 pige, was sacined outside and

1t was testified that, about two years 
ago, the first prisoner was armed with a 
“'erown’s ticket,” but it turned: out that 
he had obtained’ it “improporly, and 
assumed its real owner's name, He gave 
information on several other oocasions, 
which quite misled the oruizer, and one 
time, leading them to expect a big haul, he 
induced the commander to lie outside. for 
four days under’ steam, He lived at the 
expense of the avaricious crew, who, when 
disappointed in obtoining the plunder, 


hunted him from the sbip, aud there is |’ 


reason to think that he was employed by 
intending smugglers to get the gun-boat 
out of the way, of 

Tho three - prisoners ‘were committed 
for trial on the charge of attempting to 
obtain money by accusing a. person of 
iracy and murder and, having been con: 
vioted at the Supreme Court, two, of 
them were sentenced to five years’ penal 
servitude each, and the third to threo 
yeara’ penal servitude. At the conclusion 
of the Criminal Session, Mr Kingsmill, 
who had officiated as Attorney General, 
addressed a letter to Hia Excellency call-: 
ing hia attention to the depositions in 
the case, in which, he stated, there was 
“evidence of an organised system of 
espionage aud seoret detectivisin regularly 
carried on in this Colony in the interest 
of the Chinese Customs, fostered and 
encouraged by the promise of reward to 
the informer on a scale proportionate to 
the value and result of his information.” 
My Kingemill added’ the existence of 
‘euch a system in our very midst seems 


to te to be necessarily fraught with 
very grvat danger to the best interests 


of our Colony, and I would humbly beg. 
Hia Excellency’s attention to these facts |’ 


now brdught to light, resting well assured 
that when the present condition of affairs 


is thoroughly understood, some means 
will be devined to relieve the inhabitants 
of this Colony from the presence among 
them: -of such a corroding evil.” The 
Chief Justice also drew Hig Excellency’s 
attention ‘to the case as one bringing 
‘into prominence 4 species of terrorism, 
practised. by low officara in the service of 
the Ohinese Govenment, tending greatly 
to disturb peaceable Chinese residents 
in this Colony.” It. seems that 
the three prisoners went. on . board 
a fishing boat at Sowkewan, and thtea- 
tened the taster to acouse bis son of 
having taken part in a piracy and murder 
on board 2 ship where thirty-one persons. 
were murdered, of which ship the second 
prizoner’ falsely ‘alleged he was the cap 

tain and only survivor } they. demanded 
twenty taels of the master as hust-money, 
and this request being resisted, and the 
police being sént for, the three prisoners 
boldly preferred the charge of piracy and 
murder at the Police Court; and the son 
was actually ‘imprisoned for tome days 
until he was proved to be innocent...
